GYULA SZEKER'S STATEMENT ON HIS VISIT TO THE UNITED STATES. 

AS REPORTED EARLIER, DEPUTY PRIME MINISTER DR. GYULA 
SZEKER HAS ENDED HIS VISIT TO THE US AND LEFT FOR CANADA. 

IN THE LAST DAYS OF HIS STAY HE VISITED IN NEW YORK THE 

WORLD TRADE CENTER AND THE HEADQUARTERS OF THE UN. IN DETROIT HE 

VISITED SEVERAL PLANTS OF GENERAL MOTORS 

AND MET WITH LEADERS OF THE VEHICLE MANUFACTURING 

CONCERN. IN CHICAGO GYULA SZEKER MET REPRESENTATIVES 

OF CPS (CORN PRODUCTION SYSTEMS - TRANS.) 

AND STEIGER CO., EACH OF WHICH HAS SIGNIFICANT COOPERATIVE 
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ARRANGEMENTS WITH HUNGARIAN ENTERPRISES. THE DEPUTY 
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PRIME MINISTER ALSO MET OTHER LEADING REPRESENTATIVES 
OF INDUSTRIAL AND FINANCIAL CIRCLES IN CHICAGO. 

GYULA SZEKER SAID TO THE MTI CORRESPONDENT IN 
WASHINGTON THAT HIS VISIT TO THE USA HAD BEEN SUCCESSFUL

"IN THE PAST FEW YEARS," HE SAID, "WE HAVE ACHIEVED

"AT THE TALKS WITH SECRETARY OF COMMERCE RICHARDSON 
AND OTHERS IT WAS AGREED THAT THE LACK OF MOST FAVOURED 
NATION TREATMENT IN TRADE WAS DISADVANTAGEOUS FOR BOTH 
PARTIES. ACCORDING TO OUR EXPERIENCES THE AMERICAN
